These  courses 
are  open  to  such  under-graduates  as  in  the  opinion  of  the 
professor  in  charge  are  qualified  to  profit  by  the  instruction.

PROFESSOR  PETERS. 

Hebrew. 

These  courses  are  intended  partly  for  students  preparing  to 
pursue,  or  already  pursuing,  theological  studies,  and  ministers  ; 
partly  for  the  general  student  of  languages.  Theological 
students  and  ministers  may  pursue  one  or  more  of  these 
courses  without  being  canditates  for  a  degree  or  pursuing 
other  studies  in  the  University.  Women  may  be  admitted  to 
any  of  the  following  courses.  On  application  of  a  sufficient 
number  of  students  further  courses  will  be  added  in  the  second 
term,  or  existing  courses  modified. 

1.  Elementary  Course:  Open  to  members  of  the  Junior  or 

Senior  Classes  as  an  elective ;  also  to  graduate  students. 
Two  hours  a  week  through  the  year. 

Text-books:  Harper’s  Introductory  Hebrew  Method;  Har¬ 
per’s  Elements  of  Hebrew ;  Hebrew  Bible  and  Dictionary. 

2.  Second  Year  Course:  Open  to  Junior  or  Senior  Classes  as 

an  elective;  also  to  graduate  students. 

Two  hours  a  week  through  the  year. 

Text-books :  Mitchell’s  Gesenius ’  Hebrew  Grammar ;  Hebrew 
Bible  and  Dictionary. 

3.  Lyric  Poetry:  Graduate  course. 

Two  hours  a  week  during  first  term. 

Text-books:  Baer  &  Delitzsch’s  Texts  used  so  far  as  pub¬ 
lished. 

4.  Wisdom  Literature:  Graduate  course. 

Two  hours  a  week  during  second  term. 

Text-books:  Baer  &  Delitzsch’s  Texts  used  so  far  as  pub¬ 
lished. 

5.  Hebrew  Lexicography:  Graduate  course. 

One  hour  a  week  during  first  term. 

Text-books:  This  course  will  consist  of  a  critical  examina¬ 
tion  of  the  tenth  edition  of  Gesenius ’  Handworterbuch, 
with  special  reference  to  the  question  of  biliteral  stems. 
Hebrew  usage  will  be  carefully  studied,  and  afterward 
the  cognate  languages  compared. 
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6.  Literary  History  of  Israel:  Public  lecture  course  in 

second  term.* 

7.  Hebrew  Seminary:  Bi-weekly.  Pentateuch  Question. 

Biblical  and  Targumic  Aramaic. 

7.  Biblical  and  Targumic  Aramaic:  Graduate  course. 

One  hour  a  week  through  the  year.

Students  will  find  all  the  Assyrian  books  that  they  need  for  the  above  courses 
in  the  University  library.  Through  the  interest  of  the  Provost  and  Trustees  in 
Assyrian  research  and  studies,  appropriations  have  been  secured,  which  have  en¬ 
abled  a  good  beginning  to  be  made  toward  the  formation  of  an  Assyrian  library, 
for  the  benefit  of  those  who  desire  to  study  the  cuneiform  languages  in  the 
University  of  Pennsylvania.

In  this  course  the  general  character  of  the  work  will 
be  unfolded;  the  essentials  of  the  grammar,  both  of  the 
Mishna  and  of  the  Gemarct  will  be  carefully  gone  over 
and  selections  from  various  treatises  read.  A  knowledge 
of  Hebrew  is  necessary  for  this  course  and  some  knowl¬ 
edge  of  Syriac  desirable.
